House Shies Away 


From Record Vote 


On Finnish Loans 


IIY lUCH.VKI) L, TUKXKH 
Washington, Feb. 28 (Æ»)— The 
house voted to help Finland to 
the extent of a $20,000,000 loan 
for non-military purchases in the 
United States today 
but 
shied 
away, emphatically, from taking 
a record vote on the question. 


Although overwhelmingly in fa­ 
vor of helping the Finns, many 
members 
feared 
th a t 
European 
events m ight take such a tu rn that 
a vote for the loan could bring 
them election timo difficulties. 
So 
by a general but tacit agreement, 
passage came on a rising ballot. 
It showed 168 for the bill and 51 
against, the total a bare quorum 
of the house.

The measure would add $100.- 
000,000 to the lending funds of 
the Export-Import Bank, with the 
understanding tha t $20,000,000 of 
th at am ount would k o to Finland, 
and a like sum to China. 
At no 
point in the measure is Finland 
directly mentioned. 


Previously passed by the senate, 
the bill now goes back 
to 
that 
branch for action on house am end­ 
ments forbidding E x p o r t - I m p o r t 
Bank loans to countries In default 
on their w ar debts, and permitting 
the purchase of commercial air­ 
craft, as distinguished from mili­ 
tary planes.

time because no 
skins were available to cover It.

Richards likes 
the 
novel 
in 
showmanship, and after transport­ 
ing the Wayne University band to 
make music for his team at sever­ 
al out-of-town games, he decided 
the band should have something 
which no other band could match. 


He decided the something was 
the biggest drum in captivity, and 
he ordered 
It made. 
However, 
like the man who built the boat In 
his basement and 
then 
couldn’t 
get it out. he discovered he had 
nothing to cover It with. 
The 
steers just didn’t Mem to grow 
that big. 


Undaunted, he gave an opera­ 
tive a tape measure and expense 
account and told 
him 
to 
start 
hunting. All the stockyards and 
tanneries In 
this country 
were 
checked, but no dice, so the oper- 
tive headed for Argentina. 


Hides Brought Back 


About five months 
later 
the 
weary agent located two steers on 
the 
Pampas, 
purchased 
them,

chrysanthemums 
in 
such a short time, and in October 
yet. seemed akin to lining up 25. 
000 one-eared dogs. It Just didn’t 
seem possible.

Every florist in the 
city 
was 
contacted, and the florists got in 
touch with all 
the 
greenhouses 
and jobbers they thought might 
be able to get the ’mums In De­ 
troit in time for the game. Still 
the number was Insufficient, and 
as a last resort an airplane was 
chartered to bring flowers 
from 
tho west coast. 


The total cost ran close to |1 5 ,- 
000 but Richards 
was 
satisfied. 
About 27.000 
women 
customers 
left the game with chrysantemums 
pinned on their coats. 


Such Incidents might Indicate 
that Richards might be reasonably 
termed the Larry MacPhall of pro 
football, and also might bring up 
the question of whether he was 
running the club for fun or for 
profit.

Garden, Mich. — Today Fred 
Beach, 84 years old, can at long 
last say "Today I am a man” for 
this is his 21st, birthday. 
Born 
at Thorseau, Quebec, in 1856 on 
Feb. 29, his birthday celebrations 
have been few and far between. 


He stayed in the town of his 
birth until he was 25 years old, 
then moved to Florence. Wis., for 
three years, Crystal Falls for two 
years and finally settled in the 
Garden district. 
He worked for 
Van Winkle for three years, run­ 
ning a lumber camp, bossing 
a 
crew on the Fishdam River and 
came nearer home to vrork 
o n ' 
the boom at Van’s Harbor after 
marrying Miss Eugenie Godbout 
at the age of 32. 
Being discon­ 
tented w’ith the progress he was 
making, he decided to go 
into 
business for himself and ran a 
saloon for the next 15 years. In 
those days the sale of 
whiskey 
was the quickest way to 
make 
money, he admits, 
and 
though 
there were 
numerous 
saloons, 
next door to each other, each did 
a roaring business. 
When busi­ 
ness began to decline the farm, 
half a mile north of town, now 
worked by the Jerry Reno family, 
was purchased and operated 
for 
several years. 


Not being blessed by any fam­ 
ily of their own, Mr. and Mrs. 
Beach adopted a two year old girl 
from the Good Shepherd Home in 
Chicago during this time. 


For the past

years 
Mr. 
Beach has been in retirement, his 
permanent home being ’ situated 
at the foot of the Church Hill. 
Much of the time during the for­ 
mer part of this period was spent 
in hunting, fishing and trapping, 
and to be right on the spot for 
these sports, he took up a home­ 
stead in 1918, on the Plains over­ 
looking 
Jacques’ 
Bluff. 
This 
claim he proved and the property 
was deeded to him by tho U. S. 
Government March 
16, 
1921. 
during 
the 
administration 
of 
Woodrow Wilson. 


He 
fished 
in 
the 
nearby 
streams for trout but also enjoy­ 
ed the sport on the Inland lakes, 
Gooseneck, Thunder and 
others, 
where he often 
captured 
large 
muckellunge and other species in 
such numbers that he was unable 
to haul them 
away. 
In 
his 
younger days he admits that the 
slaughter of deer was shameful. 
Dogs were used to run the ani­ 
mals into the water where they 
were shot down in great numbers, 
and though there were law’s to 
protect them, no 
one 
worried 
since officers were present at the 
chase and equally guilty. 
As he 
advanced in age his love of the 
woods was held in check by phy­ 
sical disability and a few years 
ago he disposed of

property. 


His wife passed away Oct. 10, 
1935 and in August of 1937 he 
was married 
to 
Mrs. 
Matilda 
Cafon, who left her farm home 
east of town to live in the Beach 
residence in town.

papers 
July 12, 1920.

State Seal Had Only 
One Of 2 Peninsulas 


(By H. Kay Baker.) 


Ann A rbor — W h y is the upper 
peninsula slighted on 
the 
great 
seal of the state of Michigan? 


For slighted it appears 
to 
be, 
with only one 
stretch 
of 
land 
shown in th e pictorial representa­ 
tion In the shied and with 
only 
one mentioned in the motto, “SI 
Quaeris 
Peninsulam 
Amoennam 
Circumspice.” 
This 
means: 
“ If 
you seek for a beau-tiful 
penin­ 
sula, look about you.” 


A patriotic resident of Superior 
shores m ight come back quickly 
with a retort something like this: 
“ Yes, but t h a t ’s o ur peninsula. It 
is the .southern one th a t has been 
slighted.” 


The subject came up for infor­ 
mal di.scussion by several faculty 
members a t the University 
club 
the other day. By way of expla­ 
nation, it was suggested that 
the 
seal and motto were adopted be­ 
fore the upper peninsula became 
a part of th e state. 


This explanation is correct. So 
it is the northern section that has 
been left out. A visit to the Uni­ 
versity library 
bring 
to 
light 
the story of the seals used by this 
commonwealth, 
starting 
shortly 
after the Revolution, when Michi­ 
gan was a part of the Northwest 
territory. 
The 
authorities 
con­ 
sulted were Mrs. Marie 11. Ferrey 
and W. J. Beal, who discussed the 
question in pamphlets years ago. 


Kvoltidon of Animals. 


One of the most interesting as­ 
pects of th e seal history 
deals 
with the physical evolution of an 
elk and a moose, as well ae 
an 
American eagle, which occupy im ­ 
portant places on the present seal

seal wore out and a new die had

If the different versions 
could be placed end to end on a 
motion picture film, the animals 
could-be sejen raising and lower­ 
ing their front feet, trading places 
and, on one occasion, turning into 
deer, while the eagle would take 
occasional flights from its place on 
the top of the shield. 


The design was furnished 
by 
Gen. Lewis Ca.ss, former territor­ 
ial governor. When it was adopt­ 
ed, the territory organized itself 
as a state and appealed to W ash­ 
ington for admission as such 
to 
the Union. Congress then 
asked 
that the boundaries be 
defined. 
Michigan had claimed a 
10-mile 
strip of land also claimed by Ohio 
and Indiana, but 
this 
difficulty 
had been settled. A small spotion. 
including the city of Toledo, re­ 
mained In dispute. 


Acting Governor S. T. 
Mason 
refused to yield Toledo Ki 
Ohio 
and sent 1,200 soldiers to hold It. 
In the “ war ” th a t followed 
the 
casualties am ounted to one dead 
horse. A settlement was effected, 
which gave the upper peninsula to 
Michigan as solac*' for the loss of 
Toledo. Finally, 
then. 
Michigan 
was officially recognized as one of 
the states of the federal Union on 
Jan. 26, 1837. B ut for two years 
this com m onwealth, regarded 
by 
W ashington as a territory, had ex­ 
isted under a state government, 
before being accepted 
into 
the 
Union— and during th at time it 
had only one peninsula, as shown 
on the seal. 


Dejiijipi N ot Original. 


The first seal of the state was 
not original. It was similar in de­ 
sign to the seal of the Hudson Bay 
F u r Co., which displayed two elk, 
four beaver, another fur-bearing 
animal and the motto, “ Pro Felle 
C utem ”— skin for skin. The Mich­ 
igan state motto, “ If you seek for 
a beautiful peninsula, look about 
you,” w’as an adaptation by Gen. 
Cass of an Inscription of the walls 
of St. P a u l’s in London. This iti- 
scription, which was a tribute to 
the ca the dral’s 
architect. 
Sir 
Christopher Wren, rear! as 
fol­ 
lows: “If you wish for his m o n u ­ 
ment look am ong you. ” 


Going back to Northwe.st terri­ 
tory days, when Michigan was a 
small part of a vast domain and 
largely a wilderneRs, we find 
a 
seal, authorized 1792, which has 
a design showing a short, thick 
t runk of a prostrate free, evident­ 
ly a buckeye, lying horizontal at 
the foot of an upright apple tree 
laden with fruit.” The d^-scription 
is quoted from a 
pamphlet 
hy 
Mrs, Ferrey. The motto on 
t!i*^ 
Northwest territory 
seal 
reads: 
“The Fallen Has Made Room for 
a Better.” 


Michigan became 
a 
h* para if 
territory in 1805 and in 1^14 
a 
new seal was designed 
with 
an 
escutcheon, containing 
a 
snjall 
tree, held between 
two 
eagle.'i. 
The 1-atin motto, translated 
into 
Engli.sh, means “ from the sapling 
comes a tree." 


There was another seal, 
used 
for a time by John Horner, who 
w'as appointed by I'resldent J a ck ­ 
son to be 
territorial 
governor 
when Mason was removed because 
of his part in the Toledo war, but 
this was ta ken to Wisconsin, with 
oth er belongings, 
when 
Horner 
iound it impossible to serve in the 


capacity for which he ha«l be«*n 
selected by the federal executive. 
Horner moved from Detroit, the 
territorial capital, 
to 
Vpsllanti, 
when the situation due to resent­ 
ment over his 
appointment 
be­ 
came unpleasant for him. Hut he 
fared no IxMter at Vpsllanti. where 
he became the targ**i 
for 
over­ 
ripe fruit and egg.s.

But the present state s(*al ori«i- 
nated 
before 
Michigan actually 
was recogni:iHd as a state and be- 
toie IL had any upin>r pt^ninstihi. 
At the s ta rt the «dk was on the 
left and the moose on the right of 
the shiidd. both Viinding on their 
hind legs. In 18.:9 the moose and 
elk exchanged places, a train 
of 
cars appeared at the left nn<i 
a 
steamboat at the rliilit. Another 
change took i)!ace in 1S70. when 
both the animals suddenly turned 
into the same species and looked 
more like deer than either elk or 
moose. The sliaft of a mine a p ­ 
peared at the left and tht*re was a 
more modern steam boat at 
the 
right. In l'>7i> the two 
animals, 
still looking alike, became weary 
from standing on their hind legs 
and droi)ped to all four. A 
new 
train of cars, a farmhotise. a man 
with a plow and a sawinill su d ­ 
denly made their appearance, 'I’he 
peninsula wit it the man standing 
on it shifted fiom the right to the 
left of the shl'dd. The moose and 
elk a p p e a re d at;aiu in 1880. witii 
the formet on the right and the 
latt^er t)ti th e It'ft - :ind they were 
a?;ain standing on their hind legs. 
The peninsula with the man shitt­ 
ed back to the right of the shield. 
T h e boat seenxMl lo 
have

In ISS,'! the sun began shooting 
intense rays all over th e sea as it

moose and elk. Th*‘ present seal is 
much like tills one. The sun is ris­ 
ing but more modestly: the clouds 
have disappeared. Itecent changes 
appear to have 
been

principally with impiovements in 
the antlers of the animals. 
But 
there is still just one peninsula. 
Perhaps the motto refers to both 
peninsulas. No m a tter where you 
may be in the state, if you seek a 
beautiful one, you can find it.

State Seal Had Only 
One Of 2 Peninsulas 


(B y ll. Bay B aker.) 
Ann Arbor — Why is the upper 
peninsula slighted on 
the 
great 
seal of the state of Michigan? 
For slighted it appears 
to 
be, 
with only one 
stretch 
of 
laud 
shown in the pictorial represe nta­ 
tion in the shied and with 
only 
one mentioned in the motto, “ Si 
Quaeris 
Penin sulam 
A moennam 
Circumspice.” 
This 
means: 
“ If 
you seek for a beautiful 
penin­ 
sula, look about you.” 
A patriotic resident of Superior 
shores might come back quickly 
with a retort something like this: 
“ Yes, but t h a t ’s our peninsula. It 
is the so uth ern one that has been 
slighted.” 
The subject came up for infor­ 
mal discussion by several faculty 
members at the University 
club 
the other day. By way of expla­ 
nation, it was suggested th a t 
the 
seal and motto were adopted be­ 
fore the upper peninsula became 
a p art of the state. 
This explanation is correct. So 
it is the n o rth e rn section th at has 
been left out. A visit to the Uni­ 
versity library 
bring 
to 
light 
the story of the seals used by this 
commonwealth, 
starting 
shortly 
after the Revolution, when Michi­ 
gan was a p a rt of the Northwest 
territory. 
The 
authorities ^ con­ 
sulted were Mrs. Marie B. Ferrey 
and W. J. Beal, who discussed the 
question in pam phlets years ago. 
Evolution of Animals. 
One of the most interesting as­ 
pects of the seal history 
deals 
with the physical evolution of an 
elk and a moose, as well as 
an 
American eagle, which occupy im ­ 
portant places on the present seal

and have been there since Michi­ 
gan became a state. For a n u m ­ 
ber of years, whenever the 
old 
seal wore out aud a new die had 
to be cast, it appears 
to 
have 
been deemed necessary to 
m ake 
improvements, 
and these 
were 
done 
according 
to somebody’s 
whims. 
If the different versions 
could be placed end to end on a 
motion picture film, the animals 
could be se,en raising and lower­ 
ing th eir front feet, trading places 
and, on one occasion, tu rning into 
deer, while the eagle would take 
occasional flights from its place on 
the top of the shield. 
The design was furnished 
by 
Gen. Lewis Cass, former te rritor­ 
ial governor. W hen it was ad o p t­ 
ed, the territory organized itself 
as a state and appealed to W a sh­ 
ington for admission as such 
to 
the Union. Congress then 
asked 
th at the boundaries be 
defined. 
Michigan had claimed a 
10-mile 
strip of land also claimed by Ohio 
and Indiana, but 
this 
difficulty 
had been settled. A small section, 
including the city of Toledo, re­ 
mained in dispute. 
Acting Governor S. T. 
Mason 
refused to yield Toledo to 
Ohio 
and sent 1,200 soldiers to hold it. 
In the “ w a r ” th a t followed 
the 
casualties am ounted to one dead 
horse. A settlement was effected, 
which gave the upper peninsula to 
Michigan as solace for the loss of 
Toledo. Finally, 
then. 
Michigan 
was officially recognized as one of 
the states of the federal Union on 
Jan. 26, 1837. B ut for two years 
this commonwealth, regarded 
by 
Washington as a territory, had ex­ 
isted u n d er a state government, 
before being accepted 
into 
the 
Union— and durin g that time it 
had only one peninsula, as shown 
on the seal. 
Design Not Original. 
The first seal of the state was 
not original. It was similar in de­ 
sign to the seal of the Hudson Bay 
F u r Co., which displayed two elk, 
four beaver, an o th er fur-bearing 
animal and the motto. “ Pro Belle 
Cutem "— skin for skin. The Mich­ 
igan state motto. “ If you seek for 
a beautiful peninsula, look about 
you,” was an adaptation by Gen. 
Cass of an inscription of the walls 
of St. P a u l ’s in London. This in­ 
scription, which was a tribute to 
the c a th e d ra l’s 
architect, 
Sir 
Christopher Wren, read as 
fol­ 
lows: “ If you wish for his m o n u ­ 
ment look am ong you." 
Going back to Northwest terri­ 
tory days. when Michigan was a 
small part of a vast domain and 
largely a wilderness, w e find 
a 
seal, authorized 17 92. which has 
a design showing a short, thick 
trunk of a prostrate tree, evident­ 
ly a buckeye, lying horizontal at 
the foot of an u p right apple tree 
laden with fruit.” The description 
is quoted from a 
pamphlet 
by 
Mrs. Ferrey. The motto on 
the 
Northwest territory 
seal 
reads: 
"T he Fallen Has Made Room for 
a Better.” 
Michigan became 
a 
separate 
territory in I 805 and in I v I 4 
a 
new seal was designed 
with 
an 
escutcheon, containing 
a 
small 
tree*, held between 
two 
eagles 
The I 
tiii motto, translate d 
into 
English, means “ from the sapling 
cornus a tree." 
There was another seal, 
used 
for a time by John Horner, who 
was appointed by President J a c k ­ 
son to be 
territorial 
governor 
when Mason was removed because 
of his part in the Toledo war. but 
this was taken to Wisconsin, with 
other belongings. 
when 
Horner 
touud it impossible to serve in the 


capacity for which he had beni 
selected by the federal executive. 
Horner moved from Detroit, the 
territorial capital, 
to 
Ypsilanti, 
when th e situation due to resent­ 
ment over his 
appointment 
be­ 
came unpleasant for him. But he 
fared no better at Ypsilanti, where 
he became the target 
for 
over­ 
ripe fruit and eggs. 
Elks and Moose Transposed. 
But the present state seal origi­ 
nated 
before 
Michigan actually 
was recognized as a state and b i ­ 
tore it had any upper peninsula 
At the start the elk was on the 
left and the moose on the right of 
the shield, both b a n d i n g on their 
hind legs. In 1 839 the moose and 
elk exchanged places, a train 
of 
cars appeared at the left and 
a 
steam boat at the right. Another 
change took place in 1 870, when 
both the animals suddenly turned 
into the same species and looked 
more like deer than either elk or 
moose. The shaft of a mine ap ­ 
peared at the left and there was a 
more modern steam boat at 
the 
right. In 18 79 the two 
animals, 
still looking alike, became weary 
from sta ndin g on their hind legs 
and dropped to all four. A 
new 
train of cars, a farmhouse, a man 
with a plow and a sawmill sud 
denly m ade their appearance. The 
peninsula with the man standing 
on it shifted from the right to the 
left of the shield. The moose and 
elk appeared again in 1 880, with 
the form er on the right and the 
lather on the left 
and they were 
again standing on their hind legs. 
The peninsula with the man shift­ 
ed back to the right of the shield. 
The boat seemed to 
have 
been 
sunk and the train vanished. No 
building and no mine was in sight. 
In 1883 the sun began shooting 
intense rays all over t h e sea as it 
rose beyond the rim of the lake 
and clouds billowed behind 
the 
moose and elk . T h e present seal is 
much like this one. The sun is ris­ 
ing but more modestly: the clouds 
have disappeared. Recent changes 
appear to have 
been 
concerned 
principally with improvements in 
the antlers of the animals. 
But 
there is still just one peninsula. 
Perhaps the motto refers to both 
peninsulas. No m atter where you 
may be in the state, lf you seek a 
beautiful one, you can find it.

B u t few of 
them 
have

h e a rt-th ro b appeal of old age pen­ 
sions. 


Here is an issue for politicians 
t h a t is made to order, uud it is 
becoming of grea ter iniportauce 
each year. 
Pension checks have 
been known to increase suddenly 
on the eve of a state 
election; 
nominees shed salty tears as they 
pledge oratorlcally to give better 
tr e a tm e n t to the aged and Infirm. 
In Colorado a generous pension 
for the aged nearly b a n k r u p t the 
state treasury: California had its 
" h a m and eggs’* scheme an d Ohio 
Its Bigelow a m e n d m e n t last No­ 
vem ber to entice old age voters 
and to scare conservative business 
men. 


In Michigan all public officials 
appa rently agree th a t the 
state 
should find funds, somehow and 
somewhere, to put 25.000 to 30,- 
000 persons on the old age a s ­ 
sistance rolls who have 
already 
been qualified to receive such aid. 


The m erit of the cause is con­ 
ceded. 


No one is going to arg u e ab o u t 
that. 


M c P h e r s o n ’s F o r e c a s t 


Wiien the chairm an of .'i 'state 
tax commission predicts th a t both 
tho old age assistance roll and 
the nmotint of individual 
pay­ 
ments will be increased by 
tho 
next legislature 
(it convenes In 
regular session in 1941), then it’s 
time to re-appralse the plan an d 
inquire how it is going to bo fi­ 
nanced. 


F u rth e rm o re . Melville B. Mc­ 
Pherson. who holds this tax job 
a t Lansing, confidently 
believes 
t h a t tho next step by state gov­ 
ern m e n t will bo the gran tin g of 
an adequate pension to all elderly 
people w h e th e r they need it or 
not. 
In a talk at Michigan State 
college recently he explained its 
justification as follows; 
“ The 
present meth od penalizes 
those 
who have saved their money d u r ­ 
ing the ir productive years, and 
such a system cannot en d u re .” 


The original federal social se­ 
curity act < modeled upon E u r o ­ 
pean experience) 
became a law 
A ugust 
1 4 , 1935. 
Although 
it 
conlalnod provisions for relief of 
seven different kinds, the public 
thinks of the act usually in term s 
of two: old ago benefits (pension 
and assistance) and 
unem ploy­ 
ment compensation. 


Old age benefits are paid to re 
tired workers on the 
basis 
of 
their previous earnin gs and are 
not to bo confused 
with 
relief 
paym ents to aged indigent 
per­ 
sons— this relief 
being 
called 
“ old ago assistance” in the fed­ 
eral act and the 
Michigan 
act 
which complements it. 


.Michigan and the federal gov­ 
ern m e n t each pay 
one-half 
of 
these last mentioned paym ents or 
“ peiisi.uis” : that is, provided the 
total per am ount is not in excess 
of $oO.

The form er basis for old age 


pensions 
(a p a rt from assistance 
for th e 
indigent 
infirm ) 
was 
largely dependent upon the total 
wages earned over a period 
of 
years; also no benefits wero pay­ 
able until 1942. 


Now the basis for benefits Is 
the average m onthly wage, and 
tho le ngth of time worked is an 
insignificant factor in the benefit, 
being only an addition of 1 per 
cent of the benefit for each year 
worked. 


F u rth e rm o re , benefits for the 
person of low monthly wage are 
made larger in proportion to said 
earning, and benefits are payable 
beginning Ja n u ary , 1940, or two 
years before th e time set in the 
original law of 1935.

As 
th e 
average 
re a d e r 
of 
“ Michigan Mirror” expects to be 
alive at 65, here are th e req u ire­ 
ments for your benefit paym ents 
at t h a t age. 


Minimum 
requirem ents 
for 
benefit paym ents are now 
only 
ono and a half years of work. 
Those over 65 years of age are 
now required to pay tax an d are 
eligible for benefits after 
com­ 
pleting a t least six qu arte rs and 
retiring from 
gainful 
employ­ 
m e n t except a m onthly ea rn in g of 
$15 or less is not deduced from 
the benefits allowed. 


The benefits to the wife who 
is over 65 is one-half of h er h u s­ 
band's allowance, which 
allow­ 
ance is called the “ prim ary in­ 
surance benefit” an d each depen­ 
dent child under 18 receives the 
same. 
A "widow over 65 received 
three-fourth s of the prim ary in­ 
surance benefit 
a n d 
dependent 
children one-half in case of the 
death of the husband and father. 


It will bo noted th a t th e w ord 
“ insurance” is contained in the 
19.39 am ended act, and it seems 
th a t the present law is similar to 
an insurance policy whereas the 
originjii act was more 
like 
annuity policy.

If the 1941 legislature fs 
ing to increase th e appropriation 
for old age assistance, providing 
funds to add a m inim um of 25,- 
000 persons to the assistance roll, 
then how is this deserving cause 
to be financed?

L an sin g — The woods are full of 
deserving causes. 
B u t few of 
them 
have 
the 
h e a r t-t h ro b appeal of old age pen­ 
sions. 
H e re is an issue for politicians 
t h a t is made to order, and it is 
becoming of gre a ter importance 
each year. 
Pension checks have 
been know n to increase suddenly 
on th e eve of a sta te 
election: 
n om inees shed salty te a rs as they 
pledge oratorically to give better 
t r e a t m e n t to th e aged an d infirm. 
In Colorado a generous pension 
fo r th e aged nearly b a n k r u p t the 
sta te treasury; California had its 
“ h am and eggs” scheme and Ohio 
its Bigelow a m e n d m e n t last No­ 
v e m b er to entice old age voters 
and to scare conservative business 
men. 
In Michigan all public officials 
ap p a ren tly agree t h a t the 
state 
should find funds, so m ehow and 
som ew here, to put. 25,000 to 30,- 
0 0 0 persons on th e old age a s ­ 
sistance rolls who have 
already 
been qualified to receive such aid. 
T h e m erit of the cause is con­ 
ceded. 
No one is going to arg u e about 
that. 
McPherson's Forecast 
W h e n the ch a irm an of a state 
tax commission predic ts th a t both 
th e old age assistance roll and 
the a m ount of individual 
pay­ 
m ents will be increased by 
the 
next legislature 
(it convenes in 
r e g u la r session in 1 9 4 1 ), then it’s 
time to re-appraise the plan and 
inquire how it is goin g to be fi­ 
nanced. 
F u rth e rm o re , Melville B. 
Mc­ 
Pherson, who holds this tax job 
at Lansing, confidently 
believes 
t h a t the next step by state gov­ 
ern m e n t will be the g ran tin g of 
an a d e q u ate pension to all elderly 
people w h eth e r th ey need it or 
not. 
In a talk at Michigan State 
college recently he explained its 
justification as follows: 
"T h e 
present method penalizes 
those 
who have saved th e ir money d u r ­ 
ing the ir productive years, and 
such a system can n o t en d u re .” 
T he original federal social se­ 
curity act 
(modeled upon E u r o ­ 
pean experience) 
became a law 
A u g u st 1 4, 1935. 
A lthough 
it 
contained provisions for relief of 
seven different kinds, the public 
th in k s of the act usually in term s 
of two: old age benefits (pension 
and assistance) 
an d 
unem ploy­ 
m ent compensation. 
Old age benefits are paid to re ­ 
tired workers on th e 
basis 
of 
th e ir previous e a rn in g s and are 
not to be confused 
with 
relief 
paym ents to aged in digent 
per­ 
sons --this relief 
being 
called 
“ old age assistance” in the fed­ 
eral act and the 
Michigan 
act 
which com plem ents it. 
Michigan and th e federal gov­ 
ernm e nt each pay 
one-half 
of 
these last mentioned paym ents or 
“ pensions” : that is, provided the 
total per am ount is not in excess 
of $3 0 . 
IfiJiH 
A m e n d m e n t s 
The old age assistance p art of 
tie' Social Security Act was m a­ 
terially changed by 1939 a m e n d ­ 
m ents 
made by Congress. 
The 
reserve feature was mostly elim­ 
inated, 
the 
basis 
for 
benefits 
changed, and 
benefits 
included 
for dependents 
and 
survivors. 
The rate was frozen at I per cent 
for the next three years, 
both 
employer and employee paying I 
per cent. 
Except for this a m e n d ­ 
m e n t it would have been I 
per 
cent for 1940, 1941 and 
194 2.

era have learned how to grow more

acre. Yields of line cotton, for example, 
art now 35 per cent greater per neve than 
they were ten years ago. Acre yields of 
other commodities have increased propor- 
tionately. What to do with these

yields in the face of less consumption is 
one of the unsolved problems of the farm. 
Kot even Congress has been able to deal 
effectively with this economic nightmare. 
Cutting acreages and 
increasing income 


make up a combination that has defied the 
best of minds. 


Dealing only with the question of un- 


ier-consumption, the Bureau 
of 
Labor 


Statistics and the Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics, with collaboration of the National 
Pvesources Committee, recently made a de- 
tailed study of family incomes in the Unit- 
ed States covering a two-year period. The 
survey covered 20,400,000 families 
and 


10,000,000 single 
persons, 
representing 


more than 126,000,000 individuals. Those 
included in the survey provide the prin- 
cipal market for all 
farm 
commodities. 


Purchases by these people, measured in 
terms of their incomes, are the 
key 
to 


farm prosperity, particularly 
for 
those 


farmers who market most of what they 
produce. How much these millions eat and 
wear is the farmer's yardstick, and that 
measure is obviously made by the incomes 
of purchasers. 


There are more than 4,000,000 families 


having average annual incomes of

Wanted the Biggest 


Richards likes the

he ordered it made. However, 
like the man who built the boat in 
his basement and then couldn't 
get it out, he discovered he had 
nothing to cover it with.

If the different versions 
could be placed end to end on a 
motion picture film, the animals 
could^be," sgpn.. raising? and lower- 
ing their front'fe:et, trading places 
and-, on one occasion, turning- into 
deer, -while the eagle would take 
occasional flights from its place on 
the.top of the shield. 


The design was furnished 
by 


Gen. 
Lewis Cass, former territor- 


ial governor. AVhen it was adopt- 
ed, the territory organized itself 
as a state and appealed to Wash- 
ington for admission as such 
to 


the Union. Congress then 
asked 


that the boundaries he defined. 
Michigan had claimed a 
10-mile 


strip of land also claimed by Ohio 
and Indiana, hut this 
difficulty 


had been settled. A small section, 
including the city of Toledo, re- 
mained in dispute. 


Acting Governor S. T. Mason 


refused to yield Toledo to 
Ohio 


and sent 1,200 soldiers to hold it. 
In the "war" tliat followed 
the 


casualties amounted to one dead 
horse. A settlement was effected, 
which gave the upper peninsula to 
Michigan as solace for the loss of 
Toledo. Finally, then, Michigan 
was officially recognized as one of 
the states of the federal Union on 
Jan. 26, 1837. But for two years 
this commonwealth, regarded by 
Washington as a territory, had ex- 
isted under a state government, 
before being accepted 
into 
the 


Union-—and - during that time it 
had only one peninsula, as shown 
on the seal. 


Design Xot Original. 


The first seal of the state was 


not original.-It was similar in de- 
sign to the seal of the Hudson Bay 
Fur Co., which displayed two elk, 
four beaver, another fur-bearing 
animal and the motto. "Pro Pelle 
Cutem"—skin for skin. The Mich- 
igan state motto, "If you seek for 
a beautiful peninsula, look about 
you," was an adaptation by Gen. 
Cass of an inscription of the walls 
of St. Paul's in London. This in- 
scription, which was a tribute to 
the cathedral's 
architect. 
Sir 


Christopher Wren, read as 
fol- 


lows: "If you wish for his monu- 
ment look among you.'' 


Going hack to Northwest terri- 


tory days, when Michigan was a 
small part of a vast domain and 
largely a wilderness, we find 
a j 


seal, authorized 1792. which has j 
a design showing a short, thick 
trunk of a prostrate tree, evident- j 
ly a buckeye, lying horizontal at 
the foot of an upright apple tree 
laden with fruit." The description 
is quoted from a 
pamphlet 
by 


Mrs. Kerrey. The motto on 
the 


Northwest territory seal 
reads: 


"The Fallen Has Made Room for 
a Better." 


Michigan became 
a 
separate 


territory in 1805 and in 1814 
a 


new seal was designed with an 
escutcheon, containing a small 
tree, held between 
two 
eagles. 


The Latin motto, translated 
into 


English, means "from the sapling 
conies a tree." 


There was another seal, used 


for a time by John Horner, who 
was appointed by President Jack- 
son to he 
territorial 
governor 


when Mason was removed because 
of his part in the Toledo war, but 
this was taken to Wisconsin, with 
other belongings, when 
Horner 


found it impossible to serve in the 


capacity for which he had been 
selected by the federal executive. 
Horner moved from Detroit, the 
territorial capital, 
to 
Ypsilanti, 


when the situation due to resent- 
ment over his 
appointment 
be- 


came unpleasant for him. But he 
fared no better at Ypsilanti, where 
he became the target for over- 
ripe fruit and eggs. 


Elks and Moose Transposed. 
But the present state seal origi- 


nated 
before Michigan actually 


was recognized as a state and be- 
fore it had any upper peninsula. 
At the start the elk was on the 
left and the moose on the right of 
the shield, both standing on their 
hind legs.'In 1839 the moose and 
elk exchanged places, a train of 
cars appeared at the left and 
a 


steamboat at the right. Another 
change took place in IS70. when 
both the animals suddenly turned 
into the same species and looked 
more like deer than -either elk or 
moose. The shaft of a mine ap- 
peared at the left and there was a 
more modern steamboat at 
the 


right. In 1ST9 the two 
animals, 


still looking alike, became weary 
from standing on their hind legs 
and dropped to all four. A new 
train of cars, a farmhouse, a man 
with a plow and a sawmill sud- 
denly made their appearance. The 
peninsula with the man standing 
on it shifted from the right to the 
left of the shield. The moose and 
elk appeared again in 1880. with 
the former on the right and the 
latter on the left—and they were 
again standing on their hind legs. 
The peninsula with the man shift- 
ed back to the right of the shield. 
The boat seemed to 
have 
been 


sunk and the train vanished. No 
building and no mine was in sight. 


In 18S3 the sun began shooting 


intense rays all over the sea as it 
rose beyond the rim of the lake 
and clouds billowed behind 
the 


moose and elk. The present seal is 
much like this one. The sun is ris- 
ing but more modestly: the clouds 
have disappeared. Recent changes 
appear to have been concerned 
principally with improvements in 
the antlers of the animals. 
But 


there is still just one peninsula. 
Perhaps the motto refers to both 
peninsulas. No matter where you 
may be in the state, if you seek a 
beautiful one, you can find it.

the 


flight had

begun" 
and 


dropped H hint that if lie 
were 


pushed too far. he might oall out 
the Oklahoma National Guard to 
enforce his contention that 
the 


dam is an 
invasion 
o£ 
state's 


rights. 


Aimed at War Department 
Right there is where the con- 


fusion begins, because the Okla- 
homa governor would have to use 
troops outfitted and 
supported 


by the AVar Department, and ihe 
War Department is what Phillips 
is determined to block, because it 
is building the dam. 


Military 
men 
scratch 
their 


heads over the potential 
legal 


snarls contained in such a situa- 
tion. 


Phillips is the commancler-in- 


chief of the Oklahoma National 
Guard, but the president of the 
United States is its supreme coni- 
mander-iu-chief.

said Oklahoma adjutant-general. 
Louis Ledbetter. 


Even the belligerent

He did defy a U. S. court in his

conim^nder-iu-chief to the Presi- 
dent of the United States.

Phillips
